Claims Nixon 


Plans Invasion 


PARIS (AP) — Communist 
delegates to the Vietnam peace 
talks charged today that Presi­ 
dent Nixon is preparing to at­ 
tack North Vietnam and warned 
that such a move would threat­ 
en Communist China. 
Xuan Thuy. head of the Hanoi 
delegation, told newsmen as be 
entered the 103rd session of the 
talks that Nixon's statements at 
his news conference Wednesday 
“ prove he will not negotiate se­ 
riously but is hoping for a mili­ 
tary victory . . . He is preparing 
new military adventures against 
North Vietnam, which would 
constitute a threat to the Peo­ 
ple's Remiblic of China.” 
Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, head 
of the Viet Cong delegation, also 
spoke of the threat to North 
Vietnam and charged that Nix­ 
on is “Impudently trying to im- 
fjose neocolonial proposals at 
the Paris peace talks.”

Nationalization, Nixon said, 
would mean “that federal per­ 
sonnel would inevitably be ap­ 
proving the budgets of local bos- 
I pilate, setting free schedules for 
' local doctors, and taking other 
steps which could easily lead to 
the complete federal domination 
of all of American medicine. 
“That is an enormous risk— 
and there is no need for us to 
take it,” he said. “There is a 
better way—a more practical, 
more effective, less expensive 
and less dangerous way—to re­ 
form and renew our nation’s 
health system.” 
Nixon included no over-all 
cost estimate with his message. 
But the cost of individual items 
mentioned totaled $2.8 billion. 
This compares to cost estimates 
for the sweeping Democratic 
nationalization plans that range 
upwards from $50 billion a year.

Woe To Economic Picture 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Nixon 
administration already 
weighing a get-tough policy to 
curb inflation, has new evidence 
gentle persuasion has failed to 
change the direction of most 
economic indicators. 
The latest problem was in the 
wholesale price index, which 
jumped seven-tenths of one per 
cent in January, as reported 
Wednesday, biggest monthly in­ 
crease in a year. That’s some­ 
times an indication of the con­ 
sumer price trend which last 
year rose 5.5 per cent. 
More uneasiness was reflect­ 
ed in another Wednesday report 
showing 
competition 
between 
banks and savings and loan as­ 
sociations is bolstering interest 
rates on savings. This, too, is an 
area in which the administra­ 
tion hopes for a shift to stabilize 
the economy. 
Families tucked away 7 per 
cent of their disposable income 
last year and experts in the 
field say passbook interest rates 
should hold constant at 4Vfc to 5 
per cent in the months ahead. 
“I don’t think the ceilings are 
going to come down,” said Pres­ 
ton Martin, chairman of the 
Federal 
Home 
Loan 
Bank 
Board. “We’re not as a board 
considering any such move at 
this time.” 
Nixon’s standard response to 
bad fiscal news until lately has 
been to predict his expansionary 
policies plus voluntary anti-in­ 
flation moves by labor and In­ 


dustry would bring the economy 
into line. 
But in the last few’ days he 
has been changing his tune and 
pointing toward possible direct 
government intervention. 
At a news conference Wednes­ 
day the President again said 
“there will be action” if the 
government fails to get a volun­ 
tary pledge from the construc­ 
tion industry next week to hold 
down prices and wages. 
“The construction industry is 
a sick industry, not because of 
the quality of work but because 
of too rich a diet,” Nixon said. 
“It is essential that tile federal

In a less forceful but stilt di­ 
rect move to spark the housing 
market, the g o v e r n m e n t 
Wednesday lowered the maxi­ 
mum allowable interest rate to 
7 per cent on mortgages it

Housing Administration and Ve­ 
terans Administration. That re­ 
duces the rate to 1968 levels, aft­ 
er a high last year of 8’A per 
cent. 
Another indication of econom­ 
ic discomfort Wednesday was 
some administration confusion 
over the Gross National Prod­ 
uct. 
The President is counting on a 
spectacular 9-per cent rise in 
the Gross National Product this 
year to revive the economy and 
hold his fiscal 1971-72 federal 
deficit to about $30 billion.

Scientists say a mountain range 
lurched three feet upward and 
three feet sideways last week, 
cracking the earth and causing 
the devastating earthquake that 
Southern California. 
The movement of the San 
Gabriel Mountains can be lik­ 
ened to tilting a layer cake 60 
degrees then pushing the top 
layer up and to the side, break­ 
ing the icing. 
The mountains ring the north­ 
east edge of the San Fernando 
Valley where the tremors Feb. 9 
shook 
down 
buildings 
and 
bridges, killed 64 persons and 
caused damage in the millions 
of dollars. 
Geologists, seismologists and 
earthquake engineers from uni­ 
versities and state and federal 
agencies working with an un­ 
precedented amount of data 
from the quake paint this pic­ 
ture: 
The focus, or center, was IO 
miles deep in the earth beneath 
brush-covered Soledad Canyon, 
nmnlng east-west in tile San 
Gabriels. The canyon is about IO 
miles north of Sylmar, the San 
Fernando 
Valley 
community 
where earth motion was the 
greatest. 
The tremors in the Los An­ 
geles suburb shook down a 43- 
yeur-old Veterans Administra­ 
tion hospital, killing 45, de­ 
stroyed a new $23.5*mllion hos­ 
pital and extensively damaged 
streets, homes and utility sys­ 
tems. 
The shaking began when a 
hunk of the earth’s crust, simi­ 
lar to the upper layer of the 
cake, slipped along a fault, or 
crack, that began IO miles deep 


and ran upward and southward, 
reaching the surface southeast 
of Sylmar. The slippage caused 
the San Gabriel Mountains to 
move upward and southward. 
along the fault. 
This 
thrusting 
movement 
broke the earth’s surface along 
an east-west line several miles 
southeast of Sylmar. Seismolo­ 
gists found evidence of the 
breakage and movement in gap­ 
ing cracks in the ground and 
displacement of the neat rows of 
trees in an orange grove, 
The surface breakage, the 
scientists said, explains why the 
Sylmar area was subjected to 
such intense shaking, although 
the quake epicenter was IO 
miles away in Soledad Canyon. 
Most earthquakes result when 
the earth’s crust moves horizon­ 
tally along vertical faults, con­ 
centrating damage in the area 
around the epicenter.

Pay Taxes Or Be Jailed, Court Rules 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-T h e 
Ohio Supreme Court Wednesday 
ruled 
that a 
person 
can 
be 
jailed for failing lo pay a city 
incom e 
tax. 
The court said Paul DeGolyer 
of Cincinnati was guilty of fraud 
for failing to pay the tax in 1966. 
The 
Ohio 
Constitution, 
the 
court 
noted, 
protects 
persons 
from being jailed for debts ex­ 
cept when the debts arise from 
fraud. 


In the sam e opinion, the court 
said Cincinnati’s municipal in­ 
come tax was constitutional. 
In other action the court re­ 
versed two lower court deci­ 
sions against Arthur Joseph III, 
sentenced in Cincinnati to a re­ 
formatory and fined $2,500 for 
narcotics possession. 


The Supreme Court said the 
search warrant Cincinnati po­ 
lice used to break into Joseph’s 


third floor apartment was void 


because there was no support­ 
ing affidavits showing probable 
cause that he was violating a 
law. It said U. S. Supreme Court 
decisions require the supporting 
affidavits in such cases.

Dear Mrs. S.: The fact that 
you 
recognize 
a

psychological help and guidance 
is a great step forward in at­ 
taining it. 
Unlike you, most people either 
deny that a problem exists or 
cover it up so completely that 
it is never brought out into the 
open for solution. 
In this way, they are deprived 
of the advantage of the emo­ 
tional support they need. 
When people do pick up cour­ 
age enough to talk about their 
problems, it comes 
as 
a sur­ 
prise to them to find they are 
not alone and that many of their 
friends may have needed pro­ 
fessional guidance, too. 
At this point confusion 
may 
occur. All your friends will in­ 
sist 
that 
their 
“school 
of 
psychotherapy” 
is 
the 
only- 
worthwhile one. 
It is nice to know that people 
have that kind of faith and trust 
in their psychotherapist. For on 
this relationship depends the 
maximum benefits that can be 
derived. 
Friends, 
however, 
cannot 
make the choice for you. This 
can be done only by your own 
doctor who knows you and your 
problems. He can find the ideal 
therapist for you. 
The choice may be a psychia­ 
trist who is a. highly trained 
specialist in addition to being 
an 
M.D. 
Another 
possbility 
may be a psychologst who, 
with a Ph.D., has had excellent 
training and recognition in the 
science of psychotherapy. 
Unfortunately, far too may’ 
people with inadequate training 
simply set themselves up, with­ 
out a license, and undertake the 
delicate task of treating emo­ 
tional problems. 
Your doctor can keep you 
from falling into such a trap. 
Your fears and your inability 
to make a decision are not un 
usual. 
Unfortunately, 
these 
difficulties probably have exist­ 
ed for a long time, and 
only 
recently 
have 
bothered 
you 
enough to seek help. 
A word of advice: Do not be 
too impatient and expect that 
a few visits with a therapist 


will completely solve all your 
problems. 
The likelihood is that this will 
not happen so quickly. It 
takes 
time for your doctor to get to 
know you 
and learn some 
of 
the background in your family 
life that may have produced tFe 
problems you now face. 
But the rewards of therapy 
are great. I can only admire 
you for wanting to get started.

In a way it is 
appropriate for our national 
leaders to read Reich s book, 
not because it is a good book 
or a profound one, but because 
despite its 
intellectual shod­ 
diness it clearly has touched 
some genuine 
emotion in the 
reading public. When a bad 
book causes a widespread flurry 
of interest, the question has to 
be why. 
As everyone knows, Charles 
Reich is a professor at the Yale 
Law School who has been struck 
to 
his core by 
the spirit of 
Kiddycult. Even that paradox 
is 
piquant. 
After 
all 
those 
exams and high grades and 
endless case studies, Reich, an 
obvious overachiever, has been 
undone 
by 
bell-bottoms 
and 
beads. The kids, he thinks, 
possess a New Consciousness 
and will lead us to tile promised 
land of love, equality, peace, 
poetry and so forth. 
Another book that is causing 
a great stir, Lewis Mumford’s 
The 
Pentagon 
of 
Power, 
delivers 
exactly 
the 
same 
message, though it is much 
more pretentious intellectually. 
Sections of it have appeared in 
The New Yorker, it is a Book- 
of-the-Month Club selection, and 
it is bound to have a large 
impact. 
The Pentagon of Power is a 
kind of summa of fashionable 
cliches. Mumford’s villains are 
science, 
technology, 
rational 
analysis, pollution, capitalism, 
Western 
culture 
since 
the 
s e v e n t e e n t h century, the 
computer, 
the 
Military 
In­ 
dustrial 
Complex, 
the 
Hand 
Corporation, the universities. 
A c c o r d i n g to Mumford. 
Western 
culture 
since 
the 
renaissance 
has 
been 
on 
a 
disaster course. Somehov/ the 
Ptolemaic model of the universe 
was morally superior to the 
heliocentric mocjel of Galileo.

where the mind enters into 
union with nature, “ Vnnihilatiag 
all that’s made To a green 
thought in a green shade. ’ But 
in his Ode on Oliver Cromwell, 
Marvell 
grasped 
firmly 
the 
requirements of the world of 
politics and power, the need for 
order, the necessity at times for 
force. 
If thq fans of Reich and 
Mumford recalled their Andrew 
Marvell — civilization is, in­ 
deed, memory — they would nut 
now be so enthusiastic about 
these two sentimentalists.

NEW YORK (AP) - Their 
impact has been very small to 
date, but robots nevertheless 
have quietly taken their posi­ 
tions along assembly lines dur­ 
ing the past few years, doing 
the same work—and sometimes 
doing it better—as the men they 
replaced 
The 
implications 
could 
be 
large at some future year, de­ 
pending upon how quick is their 
acceptance, but so far they have 
created little stir where you 
might expect it most, in the la­ 
bor unions. 
One reason is that most of the 
jobs now being handled by these 
machines, which seek to dupli­ 
cate human arm and even fin­ 
ger movement, are hot, dirty, 
exhausting, tediuous, dangerous 
and otherwise undesirable. 
The big three of automaking 
—General 
Motors, 
Ford 
and 
Chrysler—have 
purchased 
ro­ 
bots for assembly line jobs and 
current thinking is that after a 
period of testing they’ll play a 
growing role in automobile pro­ 
duction. 
General Motors last year pur­ 
chased more than 60 one-arm, 
hydraulical and pneumatically 
operated robots for assembly 
line chores at Lordstown and 
Norwood. Ohio. 
Norman Schafler, vice chair­ 
man of Condec Corp., which 
with Pullman Inc. owns Unima- 
tion, Inc., a robot-maker, be­ 
lieves the future is assured, 
even though his company hasn’t 


yet made a profit on robots. 
Labor attitudes are changing, 
he believes, as unions see ma­ 
chines displacing workers into 
more 
rewarding 
jobs 
rather 
than putting them out on the 
street. 
Money also is a big factor. 
Schafler claims that his compa­ 
ny’s one-arm robot is able to do 
»be work of two men on certain 
jobs, and do it better, with less 
downtime—and, of course, with 
no fringe benefits or pensions. 
Assuming 
an 
automotive 
worker* 
salary 
and 
fringes 
amount to $9,000 a year, the to­ 
tal cost of two men on one shift 
is $18,000 a year, meaning that 
the robot, which costs $25,000 
could pay for itself in less than 
two years. 
Moreover, Schafler says, “it 
won’t suffer from fatigue, will 
not need rest periods or coffee- 
breaks, and while it never will 
replace an artisan it will do 
a 
job exactly as taught. A human 
will do it either a little better or 
worse.” 
Unimation and AMF Indus­ 
tries are the two largest manu­ 
facturers of one-arm industrial 
robots, but so small is the indus­ 
try today that it is doubtful if 
more than 500 of their machines 
are now in use. 
In Japan, which fears a labor 
shortage before the turn of the 
century’, there is considerably 
greater interest. At least 60 
companies there are involved in 
manufacture or research.

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Views on Television

Court M artial Panel Hears G alley Life Story 


NEW YORK (AP) — th e Cin­ 
derella of television, the educa­ 
t e a1 network, has been break­ 
ing some new ground with its 
weekly 
series. 
“The 
Great 
American Dream Machine.” 
This magazine format show 
moves from broadest comedy to 
drama, from subtle satire to 
pungent editorializing simply by 
shifting scenes. 
Frequently, its reach exceeds 
its grasp, but often it hits home. 
On Wednesday night, for exam­ 
ple. the 90 minutes wound up 
with an impressive corollary be­ 
tween the early days of slavery 
and today’s enslavement of man 
by poverty. Earlier in the pro­ 
gram there were excerpts from 
the Rev. Daniel Berrigan’s oft 
Broadway play, “Trial of the 
Catonsville Nine ” 
This week's edition leaned on 
the sober side and some of the 
attempted 
humor 
was 
pretty 
fuzzy. A tongue-in-cheek assault 
on sugar-coated cereals includ­ 
ed an admonition to children to 
avoid nutritious breakfasts “be­ 
cause you’ve nothing to lose but 
your teeth.” 
The introduction of freshman 
U.S. Rep. Louise Day Hicks of 
Massachusetts 
consisted 
of 
playing the old Chevalier song, 
“Louise,” suggesting some sat­ 
ire was in the offing. Then Mrs. 
Hicks was permitted to make a 
speech about school integration, 
busing and the Communist men­ 
ace—all very serious. 
The program uses sound, col­ 
or and camera tricks lavishly. 
It is often irritating in its loud­ 
ness and repetition, occasionally 
goes over board and often gets a 
little 
arty. 
But 
“The 
Great 
American Dream Machine” is 
an ambitious effort to climb out 


of some of those tiresome TV 
formats. 
George Sehlatter, the creator 
and 
producer 
of 
“Laugh-In” 
which broke some commercial 
TV molds three seasons back, 
believes that getting away from 
the tiresome forms—predictable 
situation 
comedy, 
the 
rigid 
agendas of the star-dominated 
weekly variety hour—is vital to 
the medium. 
“I just don't think that televi­ 
sion should be a sedative.” he 
said. 
“At a time like this, when 
television has financial prob­ 
lems. the old philosophy just 
won t work . . . I think you must 
constantly find new forms, work 
with new' ideas, find new faces. 
' “Laugh In.” with its furious 
pace, has had an effect on all 
variety shows that have fol­ 
lowed it. It appears that “The 
Great 
American 
Dream 
Ma­ 
chine" with its w'ild and distinc­ 
tive mix, its sound and fury, in­ 
evitably will 
be reflected 
in 
commercial television. Love it 
or hate it, it is certainly no sed­ 
ative.

no conclusions as to the cause of 
the crash except to say “the pi­ 
lots believed they were flying at 
a 
safe 
altitude” 
when 
they 
crashed. 
Sgt. 
Fred 
Donohoe of the 
Huntington 
detachment 
said 
there “is no way I can draw any 
conclusions” except “with ail 
the data we have . . . the pilots 
believed they were flying at 
a 
safe altitude during their ap­ 
proach to Tri-State Airport ” 
The Southern Airways DC9. 
carrying the Marshall football 
team, coaches and supporters, 
clipped tree tops on a high ridge 
west of the airport, plowed into 
a muddy hillside and exploded 
in flames. All 75 persons aboard 
were killed. 
Donohoe said it is his belief 
the crew felt the jetliner was 
flying 200 to 300 feet above its 
actual altitude. 
The Associated Press report­ 
ed erroneously Wednesday that 
state police had listed the cause 
of the crash. 
The National Transportation 
Safety Board, which conducted 
three days of public hearings in 
December, is expected to re­ 
lease its report within 60 days.

The decision was made in a 
Republican caucus Tuesday, the 
Associated Press learned. 
GOP leaders said they had as­ 
surances from 
Gov. John J. 
Gilligan, a Democrat, that there 
would be no wholesale firing of 
state employes. 
The 
provisional employees 
were hired over the past 
four 
years, but were never given 
Civil Service examinations by 
the Ohio Department of Per 
sonnet. The so-called “tipper” 
bill that would have m a d e 
them permanent employes was 
introduced Jan. ll, the day Gil­ 
ligan took 
office. 
Rep. Robert E. Levitt R - 91 
Canton, majority floor leader in 
the House, was the prime spon­ 
sor of the measure. 
Another GOP House leader 
told a newsman the bill, which 
had hearings in the State Gov­ 
ernment Committee is not dead. 
“We are going to hold this in 
abeyance to see if what they 
(Democrats) say is true,” he 
said.

The men will be involved in 
a pilot program in one of the 
Queen City’s seven police dis­ 
tricts which covers the down - 
town s e c t i o n and adjoining 
areas. 
The program will be aimed at 
recapturing the knowledge and 
advantages gained by both po­ 
lice and community residents to I 
see if the department should 
have men walking beats in all 
the districts. Los Angeles and 
other U. S. Cities have returned j 
to the beat walking. 
The pilot program, officially 
known as the Community Sec­ 
tor Team Policing Plan, has 
been hailed by Thomas Garner 
chairman of the Cincinnati Hu­ 
man Relations Commission as 
“probab’y the most innovative 
idea the Cincinnati department 
has come up with in quite a 
while. 
“ It will bring the policeman 
back to the people.” 
Safety Director Henry Sand­ 
man said that the team policing 
theory is “ the most revolution­ 


ary concept in the distribution 
of manpower that’s happened in 
the last 20 years.” 
Besides the daily meetings 
with persons in the district, the 
policemen 
will 
convene 
with 
them once a month in an open 
session in which crime and ways 
to solve it will be discussed. 
The district policemen are 
undergoing a special training 
course to prepare them for the 
beat walking. The men already 
have been briefed by the CHRC 
on information concerning 
the 
district’s 
community 
leaders, 
people, probable reactions to 
c e r t a i n situations, residents’ 


feeling towards police, and spe­ 
cial area problems. 
Garner said that during brief­ 
ings the policemen have been 
"very milch interested in what 
the department wants. I haven’t 
seen this kind of enthusiasm 
from policemen in years.” 
He said he feels that the 
“new-” system will make the 
average policeman’s job easier. 
“ By knowing the people on an 
intimate basis, the people will 
be more inclined to help him 
get his work done,” Garner 
said. “ Not that they’ll be in­ 
formers, but crime won’t go un­ 
detected.”

Arms Outlay 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Min­ 
ister Edward Heath s govern­ 
ment announced Wednesday it 
plans to spend $154 million less 
on defense in the na<t fiscal 
year than for the year ending 
March 31. 
A wh'te palier said Britain’s 
defense budget for 1971-72 will 
total $6.1 billion. It said the re­ 
duction will be achieved mainly 
by economies in manpower and 
administration. 
The government said the So­ 
viet Union is pressing ahead 
with a worldwide power build­ 
up. and Britain will continue to 
commit its main military effort 
to the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. But Britain will also 
back up her friends in Southeast 
Asia, the Indian Ocean, the Per­ 
sian Gulf and the Middle East, 
“though on a scale appropriate 
to her resources,” the statement 
said.

Ohio Jails Below Average On Untried Inmates

Some Ohio jails are overloaded 
with inmates awaiting trials or 
disposition of their cases, but 
the prison backlog is below the 
national average. 
An Associated Press survey of 
25 Ohio city and county lock­ 
ups indicates about 40 per rent 
of their prisoners have not been 
sentenced, compared to a 
52 
per cent national average re­ 
ported by the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
The 
statewide 
percentage, 
however, conceals wide differ­ 
ences between individual jails. 
For example, in 
Mahoning 
County, 113 of 138 prisoners, 
about 82 per cent, were await­ 
ing sentencing. In Dayton’s city 
jail, only 18 of 55 inmates, or 32 


per cent, had not been sen­ 
tenced. 
In smaller jails the percen­ 
tage was often much lower. 
The 40 per cent statewide av­ 
erage is also deceptive because 
local jails are used only to hold 
prisoners until th"V are

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
group of Ohio financiers has 
urged the Ohio Department of 
Development to lift a $5 mil­ 
lion federal limitation on tax­ 
free bonds to aid the state’s 
economically depressed areas.

a 
meeting called this week by 
Development Director David C. 
Sweet to examine ways of aid­ 
ing the state’s rural and inner- 
city area. 
The tax-free bond program, 
supervised 
by

permits counties 
and municipalities to issue tax­ 
free bonds to spur industrial de­ 
velopment.

LORAIN, Ohio (AP) - The 
Horvitz group of newspapers 
says the state of Ohio has $17.6 
million in checking accounts at 
15 banks in six major Ohio 
cities that are not drawing in- 
terest. 
The 
newspapers 
reported 
Wednesday in a copyrighted 
story by Bob Snyder that the 
accounts range from $50,000 to 
$2.5 million in banks at Cleve­ 
land, Cincinnati, Columbus, To­ 
ledo, Akron and Dayton. The 
story said some of the accounts 
are 20 years old. 
Deputy Treasurer James Day­ 
ton was quoted as saying, “this 
is done as a service to the bank­ 
ing industry in the state ... I 
guess the money could be in­ 
vested in interest-paying feder­ 
al securities." 
Deputy State Auditor Richard 
Borror was quoted by the news­ 
papers as saying keeping such 
amounts in checking accounts 
“is 
wholly 
unwarranted. The 
money is just sitting dormant 
while the state is in desperate 
need of funds." 
The money is in “active de­ 
posits" and is payable on de­ 
mand and supposedly in con­ 
stant use by the treasurer’s of­ 
fice, the newspapers said.
